in times of peace, with men to garrison our 
orts and citics, and in the same breath, re 
fuse to pay for them. If we should be 
menaced by a foreign foe, or if the inde 








| pendence and liberties of any other portion 


of the British people should be attacked, it 
would become the duty of every other por- 
tion of the empire to spend the last man, 
and the last dollar, in averting aggression 
and punishing the aggressor. That this 
> | duty is fully recognized by the Imperial 
| government is sufficiently established by 
the assurances, so often repeated by British 
statesmen, in which even Lord Joun Rvs- 
SELL joined, that if we did our part ac- 
cording to our means, the’ whole strength | 
of the empire would, if necessary, be em- 


tacked ; and iffurther proof were necessa- 
ry, the Abyssinian expedition, in which 
millions were expended in vindication of 
the rights and avenging the wrongs of a 
ever the fearsof the cavillers.

the whole cost we have no right to a voice 
in the matter, Lf, however, we really re- 
quire regular troops in times of peace 
there can be no doubt that an equitable ar- 
rangement could be arriyed at by which 
we could maintain the necessary force of 
Imperial troops much more cheaply than 
to keep up an army of our own; and this 
without being a mendicant pensioner upon 
the bounty of the over burdened toilers of 
the Mother Country, or subjecting our- 
selves, and our friends in England, to the 
complaints and taunts of the opponents of 
colonial possessions. But while we should 
desire nothing but fair play from our coun- | 
trymen over the waters, there is one way 
in which they can assist us without doing 
injustice to themselves, and which, in the 
event of war, will be of great benefit to us 
as well as to the empire, Capital in Eng- 
land is absolutely going a begging, while in| 
this new country it is the very thing of 
| which we are most deficient. If, therefore, 
the Imperial government would continue 
'to furnish us with a sufficient eupply of 
the best weapons of war for our volunteers 
and militia, Canada paying a reasonable 
amount for wear and tear, it would enable 
our government to devote larger sums to 
drilling our defensive force and improving 
our militia system; and besides, being

LECTURE BEFORE THE ST. PAT= 

mRicK's LITERARY S0CicTY. 

A lecture was delivered lefure the above 
sovivty, last evening, by Toomas Guerin, Exq., 
on astionomb al deductious, respecting the ori- 
Kin, progr sive formation and final destruction 
of ths world, from the theory of Laplac-, The 
lectere was commenced by stating the theory 
of Laplace as follows : 

Fiene Simon Marquis de Laplace, who has 


lwen the greatest mathematician and sstrono- 


mer of moter times—perhapa the greatest 
the world has ever seen —shows how the solar 
system has been formed, and the order io 
which the formation of each individual planet 
Las taken place, ; 
Laplacesupposes that the sun and planets at 


| first were one united body; this body, at that 
‘time, was but a nebula or gas of less density 


than the tail of a comet; and it filled all that 
space in the heavens which is now occupied 
by the sua and planets, Its centre was the 
preeent place of the sun, and it extended out. 
wards and beyomt the orbit of the farthest 
planet, The compusition of thia gaseous 
mass was necessaiily uniform thoughout, and 
the tendency ot the constituent parts of this 
gas to diffuse into one another, and intermin- 
gle, had tree play. lo this nebul: or gaseous 
masz, ai 1 call it, the tempervture wags ver¥ 
high, tor all the elementary bodies were in a 
state of vapour, just as they are now io the 
aun, As soonasd this gas commenced to lose 
ita heat by radiation, there were established 
currents and @ general movement of rotation, 
Thud, on the exterior, @ shell or equatorial 
baod of cordensed materials began to be 
furmed.

«olten rock in the shape of lava from the in- 
terior of the earth ; and this fact plainly shewa 
that all substanc:s are in a molten condition 
in the doterior, from the great heat which 
exists there. 

Moreover, it has been demonstrated within 
the lust five years by an analysis of the light 
ofthe heavenly bodi: 8, that the aun, and stars, 
and plancts are all composed of similar ma- 
te\ialy. The only difference being that the 
sun and stara are on fire, while the surfaces of 
the ear h and planeta are not, 

With tvese facta before us, we must con- 
clude that the theory of Laplace has been 
borne out in almost every particular. 

If the theory of Laplace is true (and the 
latest experiments say it is), then it must fol- 
low that each of the exterior planeta mu-t 
have xen form: thou-acds, perhaps, mil- 
lions ot years before the next fnterior one, 

From these considerations it ig manife-t, 
that like the earth, such of the planets under- 

wnt a certain period of cooling until the fir-t 
hardened crost waa formed and a4 the materials 
which constitute the carth, gun, stars, and 
plancts are similer, we must conclude that the 
furmationa in the case of cach plant took 
place ia the same order and in every way 
similar to those of the earth; and hence, after 
the granite was formed on ths surface of the 
plant Neptume there succeeded a period of 
vegetation, then a period of reptiles, then a 
period of quadrupeds, acd then man.

Let us pow turn our attention to what t m-« 
must inevitably accomplish in the destiny of 
this world.

wellaware that those waves of light will pass 
through some solid bodies withput much iim- 
pediment. We know that light will frely 
pass through glass, it will pass through jne- 
cious stones, water, and all tianapa.ent eub- 
atancee, Those waves of light are not, ther: - 
fore, generated by the atmosphere, tor the 
atmosphere, cannot pass frecly through elas-, 
or any of these substances I have named. 
follows, that to convey light, there mu:t 
exist another invisible fluid hesides the atinos- 
phere; and that this fluid isso thin and sub- 
the that it penetrates glass, precious stones, 
water, and all transparent subsiances ; more- 
over, that it not only fills all the vacant spaces 
of the universe, but also that it fills the inter- 
sticea which may exist between the compr- 
nent parts ofall bodies in the universe, Thus 
it ia not ouly mingled with the atmosphere 
which surrounds the cath, but alau with the 
component parts of water, glasa and al] trans- 
parent substances; and since opaque sub- 
stances, when rendered sulliciently t'in, are 
ponetrable more or leas by light, it is m.. i‘est 
that this fluid most fill the pores of such 
bodies, If such a subtly fluid did not prevail 
throughout the whole extent of the atmos- 
phere, and «did not extend even to the 
' remat-st stars, the light of the stars would not 
reach or eyes., We may therefore conc! idy 
that an exeeeiingly subtle fluid extents 
thronghout the universe, and fills all space. 
This subtle doid ia called ether. 

I will now direct your attention to the in- 
fluence which this ether exercisrs on the mv- 
tions of the heavenly bodies in passing 
through it. - ’ 

In the year 1918 a comet was observed 
from Marecilles on the 26th November, by 
Mr. Pons. In tha following January Mr. 
Arago recogoised it as the one which had pr - 
vious'y appeared in 1805. Subsequently Mr. 
Eocke, of Berlin, succeeded in calculating its 
enthe orbit, and he fuund that it perfurmed 
ita revolution in about 1,200 days, This tact 
was verified by the return of the comet in the 
year 1822; and since that time it haa gune by 
the name of Encke's cometand retarned re- 
gularly. 

I will not enter intoaoy long dissertation 
on the subject of comets, [ will merely state 
here that comets are bolie: which revolve 
round the sun aa this carth, and ths planets 
do; but that they ere bodies so light, and 
they contain eo little matter that astronumers 
up tothis day have been unable to measure 
the weight, or the quantity of matter con- 
tained in aay one of them. 

But to return to Eocke's comet, I must say 
that in the observation of its motion there bas 
been dircovernd a fact altogether anomalous 
in the motions of the bodieva in the rolar #ys= 
tem, and indicating a consequence of the high- 
est physical and most terrible importance. 

It has been found that the time it takes to 
perform ita revolution undergoes ‘a slow, 
gradual and regular decrease. Tie decr ose 
is small but not atall uncertain. By noting 
regularly ths times it tikes to returo to ite 
perihelion, ornearcet point tothe suo; it has 
been found that the time it tikes to perform 
eich revolution is shorter than chat of the 
preceeding one, and that in the int rvai from 
the year 1829 to 1858 the time of the comet's 
revolution has been shortened by something 
over four anda half days, 

The periodic time of the comet being thus 
conttantly decreasing, the magnitude of the 
orbit must decrease also; for the cube of its 
greater axis must decrease in the same ratio 
asthe square of the period. It follows that 
the actualzpath followed by the comet mu-t 
be a sort of elliptic spiral, the successive cuils 
of which are very close together; every, sac- 
cessive revolution bringing the comet wearer 
and nearer to the sun. 

Such a motion could not arise from the dit 
turbing action of the gravitation of the 
planets. These furces bave be: n taken strict- 

y into accountin the computation made in 
relerence to this comevs orbit; and there is 
still found this phenomenon toexist. It can- 
ee therefore, be placed to their credit, 

ow, this diminution of time in the revolu- 

tion of this comet, is «exactly what would 
arise from any physical agency by which the 
| motion ot the comet would beconstantly, but 
paar resisted, We know that a canon ball 
would proceed to a much greater distancs than 
it Co-w were it not for the resistence of the 
atmosphere, ‘The atmosphere has a tendeacy 
to retard ita onward p-cti/lineal conree, and the 
attraction of the earth acting on it, wakes it 
desvribe a sharper curve, and reach the ground 
muh sooner than it would otherwise have 
done had there been no atmophere. 
| In the same mauner Encke's comet in mov- 
ing through apace ia resistcd by the ether I 
have already described. Ita tangential velo- 
city isdiminished. The solar attractlon on 
it ia increased ; i 
toits path, go that after each revolution it is 
found revolving at a lesa distance from the 
centre of attraction; or in other worcs, it 
will be approaching nearer and nearer to the 
sun atevery revolution; and after a lapse of 
time must eventually fell into the eunand be

The calculations which have been bitherty 
male by astronomers in reference to thé per- 
turbations or irregularitiesin the movera snots 
of the planets and comets, are founded upon 
the supposition that those bodies revolve in 













ment to retard thelr ooward course, There is 
no account taken of the ether-al matter 
which I bave already pointed out as pervading 
the universe, 

Now every material medium or fluid tends 
to diminish the dimensions of the orbit or 
path of a body moving through it. Thia we 
have instances of, every hour in ‘the cas-s of 
bodies moving through the atmosphere, and 
Encke's comet is «grand instince in the case 
of « body moving through the ether which 
pervades the universe, 

But you will natually ask if the ether 
caus sa comet to contract ils courss at every 
revolution ; why does it not exercise the same 
visible influence onthe path of the earth? 
and why ja it that wedo not discover that the 
length of our year is wot getting less an | loss 
as time goes on 7 


Thia question ig ensily answere!. It is 
easy to understand why we do not perceive 
in the present day any aporeciable effect pro- 
duc din thé movement of the earth by the rz- 

sistance of the ether; while, on tbe other 
hand, the movenmicnts of comcts are sensi- 
bly affected by the same cause. The earth is 
a cense body of immense weight, and has 
therefore immense power to force ils way 
through a resisting medium such as ether ; 
while comets are not dense bodies, but are 








rareand exceedingly light, and may be sensi- 


bly retarded in their movements in passing 
through the ether. 


In order toappreciate the distinction which 
I here establish between denies and rare 
bodies, we have only to compare the distances 
traversed in the air by balla of lead and simi- 
lar Lalls of cork, which have been impelled 
‘from the cannon’s mouth by equal discharges 
of powder, Although the leaden ball is some- 
what retarded by the resistance of the atmos- 
phere, yet, this retardation is pot greatly 
manifested, while that of the cork is rlaioly 
obaci vable, .

| Atan early bour on the Sod of November, 
| Mra. Hannah Blackwell, a highly csteemed 
elderly lady, long resid:nt in Roserill-, and 
Mrs. Lucy Stone, ber danghter-in-law, both 
of them property holdersin the county and 
tax-payers, appeare | at the polls in Roseville 
Park, accompanied by Messrs, Bathgate and 
Blackwell as witnesses, and offered their 
votes. The joderes of elewtion were civided 
as to the propricty of receiving the votes of 
the ladies, one of them stating that he was in 
favor of coing so, the two «thers objecting on 
the ground of their ilk gality. The ladies 
stated that they had taken advice of eminent 
lawyers, and were satisfied that, in New Jir- 
_ fey, Women Were legally entitled to vot-, 
from the fact that the oli coustitution of the 
Sate conferred suffrage upon “all inhbabi-. 
tants” worth $250. Under thet constitution 
women did io fact-very gxnerally vote until, 
in 1907, by an arbitrary act of the Legisla- 
ture, women were ex@luded f.om the polls. 
The new constitution, adopted in 1944, was 
framed by a convention and adopted by a 
coastituency, from both of which women 
Were Uncoostitutionally «xcluded, so that 
they bave rever been allowed to vite upon 
the quis ion of their own disfranchisement.

She is now 
sixteen years of age. While at New Orleans 
her father snd -mothr were stricken 
down with yellow fever and died there. Her 
uncle aad aunt took possession of the Sanford 
estate at Lyons, lowa. ‘They cared for Mary, as 
relations should and she lived in comfort and 
ease upon the fortane of her deceased father. 
Mary always passed and was known as the 
daughter of the surviving Sanford, until very 
recently, when these facts were made known 
to her that she was living with her uncle; 
that her father was dead; and that the pro- 
petty which she supposed belonged to her 
uncle waa really her property. These things 
were made so clear to her that she could nvt 
fail to understand them, and she began to 


‘assert her rights, under the circumstances. 


From that time she was regarded by her re- 
latives ai; w dahgerous person (to them) to 
have about the premises.

HON. NK. HOWE‘ LETTER. 
He abandons Repeal, aud accepia the Re= 
sponsibility of dealing with the Cana= 
dian overnmrnts 





The following is the full text of Mr. dlowe's 
letter as telegraphed to the (fiobe - 

- Fasriaco, Nov, 6, 1868, 
Tw the Editor of the Muraing Chruiicle : 

Sia,—Judge Marshall bas done mea very 
acceptable service by the publication of his 
letter in your paper of the 4th inst. I have 
nothing to conceal from the public, and ac- 
cept with infinite pleasure his challenge to 
explain wy views on the exciting topic of the 
day. Had the Judge, at any time since my 
retarn from England, done me the honour to 
ask for personal explanstions he should have 
had them, but perhaps it ia better for all par. 
ties that they should be given in this unre- 
served manner to the country at large. 

Nine months were spent by Mr. Annand, 
Mr. McDocald and myself in England in 1506 
and 1967,in a vain endeavour to resist toe 

of the British Amesica Act, and five 
months of this year were apent by another 
in asking for its repeal, Few ; 
persons who bave not been cogujed in this 
sort-of service can fairly estimate the respon- 
sibilities to be assumed, andthe amount of la- 
bor itinvolves, Itis due toall the genile. 
men with whom I was associated on thovz 
two missions to acknowledge that they zeal- 
ously and fearleasly discharged their duty t» 
the Province. My leadership, thouzh cour- 
teously acknowledged, was more nominal than 
real. Each-set about and did in bis own way | 
whatever hia hand found to do, according to 
the dictates of bis independent judywaens. 
Every day we were combined in friendly con- 
sollation, and where joint action was neces- 
sary, wo rarely, if ever, disagreed. 

There arethree millions of people in Lou- 
don alone—aoearly aa many as there are in all 
British America. They form, perhaps, the 
busiest population in the world, They have 
so much to spend, to do, to ser, to read, to 
suffer, and to enjoy, that it is no light task to 
interest them in any question not directly 
bearing upon their daily purauits or pleasures. 
A friend and I stood upon Epsom Downs, 
lookiagata horse 1ace. There were cighty 
thousand persons present. Again, we stoud 
in the Crysta: Palace, and saw forty thousand 
persons listening to an oration; and again, 
we stood in Hyde Park whuire the elite of 
London sccity rolled pest us, In splendid 
equipages, to be numbered by thousands. On 
each of these ocvasions, my friend put the 
question to me : “ How many ofall these peo- 
ple ever heard of Nova Scotia, or would wait 
an hour to consider the question of repeal ?| 
My angwer was generally the same sad ac- | 
knowledgment: “Perhaps a dozen.” But. 
outside of Lendon there are thirty millions of

the rural population, and then he will under- 
stand the sickness of the heart with which I 
have been driven tothe conclusion that any 
such attempts, no matter who makes them, 
mest end in failure. Theonly way in which

Now 
this is not an uohealthy symptom of our so- 
cial and agricultural condition, because it 
proves that it a man's labour is worth seventy- 
five cents a day to a farmer, and he can make 
it yield himeelf a dollar a day, he is quite 
right to go and marry a wife, and buy a farm 
and cultivate the soil, Our immense tracta 
of waste territory invite the cullivators of the 
ground to work for thema:lves. And,after 
all, this ia the grand purpose of our great and 
benrficent Creator. nu was made to labour. 
The very mechaniam of hia physical frame 
proves that God never designed him to be 
idle. Labour is one grand purporeof our 
very existence, Man was not made to mourn, 
but lie was made to work, and the Bibls lays 
it down ag a rale, “that if any would not 
work, neither should he eat.”

the gale drove them floating dead almost in- 
to our very band, so furious were the elements.

The French Frontler under the Second 
EKmplre. 


The three maps that have ot late been Fo 


much talked of in connection with the pacific | 


intentions of the French Government have 
appeared, They exhibit the position of 


France with regard to Europe at three differ- | 


j ent periods—namely, under the Restoration, 
under the Orleans, and uoder the second 
Empire, The author has appended to cach 
an explanation, stating what they are meant 
to show. The following 1s a translation : 

1. Under the Restoration the treaties of 
1815 bat but one object, viz., to surround 
France by powers which, by their fortresses 
and stragetical position, prevented ber from 
acting. In the north, Holland, mistress of 
Belgium, raised or kept up against France the 
fortress of Maestricht, Liege, Huy, Famur, 
Dinant, Mariembourg,Phillippeville, Boui:lon, 
Charleroi, Mons, Ath, Menin, Ypres, Nien- 
port, Ostende, Auvers, Touraai, Termonde, 
Audenarde, and Gand. From Liege up to 
Trieste the German Confederation was but 
ove long line of fortresses, ready to unite to- 
gether against aggression from Frauce. That 
Confederation was supported by the federal 
fortresses of Mayence, Landau, and Luxem- 
burg. In’ the Bouth-east the Alps no 
longer covered our frontiers, Piedmont on 
that side was the vanguard of Austria, who 
reigned over the Italian Peninaula, and the 
forts of Lesscillon shut us out of the Mont 
Cenis road.

Sod Session ¢ Ist Legislative Assembly. 
Toronto, Fuipay, November 13, 1866. 

The SPEAKER teok the chair at three 
o'clock. 

Mr. MACDONALD moved the House into 
Committee of the Whole on the Bill respect—| 
ing the independence of the Legislature—Mr. 
@lark in the chair, 

Mr. MACDONALD then moved that the 
word annual in the seveath line of the first 
clause, be struck out, which related to salary, 
This, he thought, would make the clause 
cover the case of all persons receiving emolu- 
ments from the Government; and whom it 
was intended by the Bill to probibit sitting or 
voting in the Legislature. 

Mr. BLAKE moved, in amendment toe the 
first clause, to exclude from « seatin the On- 
tario Legisiatare all those holding oftice uo- 
der the Domision Government, the Govern- 
ment of the Provinces of Quebec, Nova Sco- 


latter Provinces, He pointed out the nuces- 
sity of preventing any perrons hulding offices 
under the Goveroments mentioned from ex. 
ercising any influence in the Legislatare of 
Untmio, He quoted from a speech of the At- 
torney-General to show that he formerly held 
strong xrounds against persons holding offices 
ofemelument under the Lovernment of Que- 
bec being elected to the Legislature of Ontario. 
The member tor South Bruce urged bis views 
atgome length, trusting that tha amendment 
would be carried, 

Mr. MACDONALD said that the bon, mew- 
ber shbuld, to make his amendment have 
w include all persons who were subjects 
of the United States, as well ag all countries 
within thousands of miles from this country. 
Now it seemed to him tbat the hon, member 
for South Bruce had been trying to enlighten 
his (the Attorney-General's) side of the House 
upou the meaning of the English language, 
but he wished to iuform tbe hon. member 
that he had been engaged in fighting for the 
independence ot the people before the 
hon. member for South Bruce had entered the 
school of politics. He (the Attorney-General) 
believed that he understood the proper way of 
framing a bill, and he was not, therefore, pre-| 
pared to take lessons from ihe member for 
South Bruce. He had acted with these who 
were now allied with the member for South 
Bruce, as long as he believed they were right, 
but as soon as he found them going wrong— 


) a4 8000 as he found them off the track —he left 


them ; and it proved that he was right, because 


he found that the people went with him, and 


that be had suceeeded while the.opposition 
had failed. The Lon. member for South Bruce, 
in order to show Lis learning, thought it ne- 
cessary to supplement the bill by introducing 
an amendment to meet imagivary cases which 
probably would never occur.

The Bill before the House would 
exclude from election to that Legislature 
every individual in respect to whose services 
the Ontario Goverament paid one cent, every 
person nominated to work for the Domiuion 
Government, Senators (who are beyond the 
control of the people) and Privy Councillors 
—and he was surprised that the blow aimed 
at tke liberty of the people shuuld come from 
the Opposition benches, the sitters on which 
profess to be such sticklers for political frec- 
dom, (Hear) The exercise of this right by | 
the pecple had not even created inconveni- 
énee, The Opposition said that the cry of 
the people was with them, but he (the At- 
toroey-General) was not of the same opinion. 
An example of thia took place at his own 
election, Although he ran for both Houses 
he polled a larger majority than the hon. 
mem ber for South Broce with all bis popularity 
in the populous riding he represented. In 
almost every case where a gentleman present- 
ed himeelf 4or election to represent the same 


county he waa auccessfal, and he (the Attor- j 


ney-Gencra!l) was aure that these parties were

or streams during the summer movths, This 
want of water is beginning in some placis to 


| be seriously felt, and to it in a great measure

in some parts of the country. 
Two remedi: a suggest themselves: the one 


(the conversion of suitable sites into 1eservoira 


fur the storage of water in winter, to be uaed 
during the summer in irrigating the poorer 
gross land, and thus affording a dae supply 
of woisture tothe air by evaporation; the 
other by stopping the cutting down of timber 
in the wholesale manner in which itis now 
carried on. A heated surface soil reacts by 
its radiation on the clouds as they pass over 
it, aud thus prevents many a refreshing show- 
er which they would otherwise deposit, or 
disperses them altogether, The foliage of 
trecs, on the other hand, defends - the eoil be- 
math and around them from tho sun's direct 
rays, and disperses their heat in the air, to be 
carried away by winds, and thus prevents the 


evident, The evaporation which goes om by 
their leaves is a powerful and incessant cause 


of moisture; the least lowering of she tem- | 


perature precipitates the vapour of the alr, 
and the resulting water penetrates into the 
suil, Evidence is at hand to prove the trath 
of this theory. The rainfall over large ro- 
gions of North America is said to be gradual. 
ly diminishing, and theclimate otherwise al- 
tering, in consequence of the clearance of 
foresis, whilst on the other hand, we have 
the very remarkable fact that, under the ben- 
eficial influence of a largely increased cultiva- 
tion of the palm-tree in Egypt, rain is annual- 
ly becoming more frequent, The climate 
of parts of Scotland bas been wonderfully im- 
proved, and the crops increased oa the plains, 
by planting the mountain side with larches; 
aud this example should be followed through- 
out the kingdom, Every lover of his coun-

BRLECTRICITY AS A REMEDY FOR 
OPIUM POISONIAG.s 


On the subject of poisoning by opium the 
Journal des Connaissances Medicales bas an in- 
teresting article, from which it would ap- 
pear that electricity is a powerful remedy in 
auch cases, In 1846 the London Medical 
Gazette published the case of a woman who 
bad, at a siogle draught, swallowed 30 gms. 
of laudanum, and whe, notwithstanding the 
emetica speedily applied, sank into a pro- 
found insensibility, from which neither coffee 
nor atimovia, nor cold water poured on her 
bead, could rouse her. She had been jo this 
condition for more than three hours when ber 
medical attendants thought of electricity. 
One of the poles of a strong electro-mag- 
netic apparatua was applied to the foreh-ad, 
and the other to the upper part of the verte- 
bral column. Immediately after the first 
shocks the state of coma in which the patient 
lay beganto give way: she made efforts to 
remuve the conducting wires, and by the end 
of half an hour cgusciousness bad completely 
returned. 

Some time afterwarcs a second instance of 
the came nature occurred, and Dr. Van Hols- 
beck mentioned a third in his “ Compendium 
of medical electricity," being that ofa child 
powoned by ‘opium, and whose respiration 
was for several hours maintained by Dr, Birc 
by means of a galvanic battery, so that the 
patient at length recovered. A fourth io- 
stance is now recorded by Dr. Yram, of a 
woman, subject to strong neuralgic 1!

Our readera have not forgotten the dreadful

Ontario, on Saturday night, August 29. Two | 
douring and saw millain a quiet village were | 
burned, and in the remains of one were found © 
the charred and mutilated rewains of an old 
man, Abrabam Van Orden, bis wife and their 
grandson, in such a position as to indicate 
foul play.

Locomotives For Citr Raitwava.—A new 
method of applying steam for locomotive pur- 
powers on street railways so aa to avoid the use 
offire in the engine while running on the 
atreeta, has been exhibited at Philadelphia. 
In this engine the orcestity for «__fire-box, 
smoke-stack, &c.,is done awey with by sub- 
etitating a strong tank or reservoir for bold- 
ing water previously heated to a high temper- 
ature in astationary boiler. The watir thus 
heated is furced into the locomotive tank, and 
is capable of giving off an amount of work- 
jing steam for a considerable length of time, 
sufficient te drive the eugioe aod draw one 
or more cars. The new locomotive weiche 
abeut five tons when tully supplied with the 
requisite storage of heated water, At the trial 
yesterday it ran 46 minutes, making 125 stop- 
ages, and reducing the steam pressure from 80 
pounds at starting to 20 pounds when the 
trial ceased. No noise was made other than 
the rumble of the wheels over the rails, and 


the machine seemed to be af all thames under 


the pérfect control of the engineer, being 


stopped alwost instantly while running at 


the rate of gix milea perhour.

The names of the witnesses upon 
whose evidence the grand jury find their 
indictmeat, must be endorsed upon the back 
of that instrument, in order that the defence 
may know the evidence against which they 
will have to contend. 


“8th A witness whose name ie not endorsed | 


upon the indictment, and who is subsequently 
brought into court by the defence, cannot be 
used as a Crown witnecs. 

“9th. It isnot proper for a judge to endear- 
orto influence the jary ce to their verdict 
against the prisoner. A judge cannotact the

Woare g.ad to find that the present Session 
is likely to 520 the enactment of a law for 
this purpose. Mr. Pardee has a Bill on the 
subject, which must commen: itself to the 
general suppert ofthe House. There is just 
pow a lamentable neglect in the matter of 


registration, important ss it ia im many ree- | 


pects. Mr. Pardeo’s Bill may, possibly, be 
amended in its passage through the House, 
but in ite main features it is just what is re- 
quired. 

For the purposes of the Act the Provincial 
Secretary is constituted Registrar-General of 
the Province. Provision is made for the 
formation of Registration Districts and Divi- 
sions. Theclerks of the municipalities are 
to be Registrars. Books are to bo provided 
for them by the Registrar-General. The 
eigbth aod ninth clauses read thua: - 

“") he father of any child bornin this Pro- 
vince, orin case of hisdeath or absence, the 
mother, or in case of the death or inability of 
both parents, any person standing iu the 
place of the parents, or if none such be, then 
the occupier ot the house or tenement io 
which to Lis knowledge such child was born, 
or the nurse orsome person present at the 
birth, sha'l within thirty days trom the date 
ot such birth, give notice thereofto the Divi- 
sion Registrar in which auch child was born, 
giving as faras possible the particulars re- 
quired in Schedule A, with such additional in- 
formation as may be required by the Regis- 
trar-General from time to time, which parti- 
culers shall be entered by the Division Re- 
gistrar in his book; snd for each such birth 
the person so reporting the same, shall atthe 
time, pay to the Division Registrar the sum 
ot cents, 

“ Io registering the birth of an illegitimate

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST AN 
AMERICAN MINISTER. 





The New York evening ost contains a 
letter, which it claims is from a well.in- 
formed correspondent in Rio Janeiro, 
which relates a most extraordinary story 
about the U.S. Minister to Paraguay, Mr. 
Washburne, The correspondent asserts 
that Washburue left the country and aban- 
doned to the barbarous dictator Lopez, 
two American citizens who were employed 
in the legation, and were thus officers of 
the United States, named Porter C. Bliss 
and Geo. F, Masterman, This statement 
is confirmed by a long letter from Mr, 
Washburne tothe English Minister at Rio, 
which is also published, Says the Pose - 
So incredible a story of cowardice on the 
part of a U.S. Minister, must be received 
as at least doubtful, and susceptible of 
some explanation honorable to Mr. Wash- 
burne, did not a long letter from Mr. 
Washburne fully confirm it. He relates 
in this letter that Bliss and Masterman 
were passing from the legation to the water 


side, where they were to embark in al.S. 


vessel. Not only did he permit this viola- 
tion of the rights ef Americans, who were 
his own Officers, but he seems from his own 


account to have at once gone quietly | 


aboard the vessel waiting for him, and to 
have sailed off, leaving them to their fate,

The details of outrages, and merciless 
eruelty, committed by the Dictator as 
stated by Washburne, are almost ineredi- 
ble. le loads his prisoner with heavy fet- 
ters, sometimes two, three and four pairs, 
aud flogs them if they do not give the 
testimony he requires till they die, He 
says that the fate of the two American 
citizens may be guessed from the treat- 
ment of other prisoners the details of 
which he relates.

The lamps and 
torehts which illuminated Belshazzar's 
feast were probably just as brilliant, and 
framed out of nearly the same materials, as

sided over them, or agree tara ere 
during the imperial magn eof the 
First Napoleon. Pine-wood, oil, and per- 
haps wax, lighted the banquet halls of the 
wealthiest nobles alike in the 18th century 
before Christ and in the 18th century after 
Christ. There was little difference, except 
in finish of workmanship and elegance of 
design,—little, if any, advance, we mean, 
in the illuminating power, or in the source 
whence the power was drawn,—between 
the lamps used in the days of the Pyra- 
mids, the days of the Coliseum, and the 
days of Kensington Palace. Fifty years 
ago, that is, we burnt the same articles, 
and got about the same amount of light 
from them, as we did 5,000 years ago. 
Now, we use gas of which each burner is 
equal to 15 or 20 candles; and when we 
wish for more, can have recourse to the 
electric light, or analogous inventions, 
which are fifty-fold more brilliant and far 
reaching than even the best gas. ‘The 
streets of cities, which, from the days of 


gloomy, even where not wholly unlighted, 
now blaze everywhere ( in London 
with something of the brilliancy of moon- 
hght. Ina word, ail the advance that has 
been made in these respects has been made 
since many of us were children. We re-

he wasappointed Pablic Examiner, In 1842 
he had the honor of presiding over the school 
of Rugby as its head master, This position 
he held for seven years, Thence he was pro- 
mated to the decanate of Carli«le, which he 
held for seven yeara also. In 1850-2 he was 
a member of the commission to inguire into 
the state ofthe Univermty of Oxford. Dr. Blom- 
field having the See of London in 
1856, Dr. Tait, then Dean of Carlisle, was 

romoted to it, and on the death of Dr. 

lomfield in 1857 he was made Dean ot the 
Chapels Royal. His published works are 
“ Sermons Preached as Head Master of Rugby,” 
aud “Suggestions to the Theological Stu- 
dents.” Dr. Tait was ez oficio a member ot 
the Privy Council and visitor to several 
Colleges. He presented to one hundred 
fivings and enjoyed an annual income of 
£10,000. He was the one hundred and sixth 
bishop of London, He will be the ninth 
second Archbishop of Canterbury. As such 
his emoluments will be incressed to 
£15,000, Hawill preside over twenty suffra- 
gan bishops and present to 193 livings. His

With regard 
to defaulters he says ‘‘ that the present sys— 
temof punishment in the army not only | 
fails to reform tne men, but tends to degrade 
them, and that by throwing hardened and 
desperate criminals into cloee contact with 
young and thoughtless soldiers, eubjects the 
latter to contamination by both precept and 
example. ' He forcibly alludes to the-evils’ 
of guard - house confinement, and holds’ that 
they are the irnitlul cause of desertion. He 
remarks that men who have been guilty of 
offences against the civil law often enter the 
ariny to escape the penalty of their offences, 
and at this time there is no way of getting , 
rid of these wen; tor if they are discharged 
from one regiment they will go to another 
partot the country and re-enlist under other 
names. After speaking further and with 
much feeling om the snbject of army dis 
ciplive and punishment, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral declares fur military prisons. Theee, 
he says, if properly managed, would serve 
as refurmatory inustitutiona, and would rid

Avarmy is mainly composed of Ciree difer- 
ent kinds of troops—viz, Cavalry, Artillery, 
and Infantry. 

Each description or arm is entirely distinct 
in ite composition, in its armament, oni in ite 
method of fighting, aud «ach has its own pe- 
euliar characterietica. For in-tance, the cav- 
alry perform their duties boldly aud impetu- 
ougly ; the guoucr in battle Quictly and stead- 
ily, being guided alone by the art which he 
practios ; while the infantry execute theirs 
ine regular, composed and collect d manner 

It will be perceived, therefore, that the 
leaders of the diferent aria of the service re- 
quire different talents and dispositions. It 
will aleo be perceived thet the cavalry leader 
requites the rarest combination of taleut 
He wuet have the great prudence which is 
always required in an officer holding ar-«p yu- 
sible post ; and at the same time be muet 
possess extracidipars rashnees and Waves 
aod combine the greatest colmnces wit jie 
greatest impetuosity. 

For with the cavalry the greatest prodeice 
must be used io the concrp tien of a pian, the 
greatest boldness and impctuosiiy ia the 
execution of it, the grealest calmness in te- 
treating under disaster, and the gicetest caution 
in pursuing in the event of success. 

Without a gener', theretore, who umler- 
stands the charact-ristice of cava'ry, and is 
suited to lead it to success, it will ever per- 
form deeds worthy to be recorded in history 
But where it has been hod by good penerals, it 
bas hut beena mere stop-gap in the line of 
battle, but anactive co-operatorin the victory,

To the Editor of THE TIMES. 
Tonosto, November 27, 1564. 

Dean Sin,—l see your neighbour the Citizen 
comes out strongly In favour of-continuing 
the grants to denominational colleges, which 
the Government of Ontario do pot inten! 
giving. The House has been flooded wit's 
petitions from all parts of the country, all ia 
the same words, and so ingeniouay got up 
that it is elmost imporsible to tell what they | 
wo the people generally understand 
what they are asking for when they sign thoes 
petitions? I think not. The blank forms 
are sent probably ‘by a clergyman to a mein. 
ber of his church In each neighborhood, and 
asks him toget it signed; he thinks it is some- 
thing to benefit his church, and, ef course, as 
people generally look on the money of the 
Province as nobody's money in particular, and 
therefore legitimate plunder, they hare no 
hesitation to ask for it. Ifthey fora moment | 
eupposed that this money, if granted, would | 
be collected off themselves by @ direet taz, 
would they siga those petitions so readily? 
They may think that there is no probability 
of such a thing occurring, but] can tell them 
ihat it is seiiously contemplated by the Gov- 
ernment to impose a direct tax for the support 
‘of charitable institutions. People seem to 
think that because the Proviuce of Ontario 
has at present some money on hanc, that it 
must be inezhaustible: and that, asa matter

The Provioces are to come into the Dominion 
with a celt of $62,500,000; but if they owe 
mors than that amount the surplus 
is to bo charged to the Provinces in propor: 
tion to population. It is suppoged that there 
will be about $10,000,000 to be so divide, 
and if so, Ontario would bave to pay, Fay in

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PLANETARY DISCOVERIES. 
The Continent and Winding Seas of the 
Planet Mars==A World Unlike Gurs- 
From the Boston Journal. 

Tho planet Mars isthe voly object in the 
whole Jieavens which Is known to exhibit 
features similar to those of ourown earth, and 
the accumulated explorations and discoveries 
ofastronomere during the last two hundred 
years have resulted in the construction of a 
globe representing the characteristics of this 
planet as astronomers believe them to exist, 
Atarecent meeting of the Astronomical So- 
ciety of England, aglobe of Mars was exbibi- 
ted, on which landsand seas were depicted ns 


the larger part of these lands and seas were 
laid down as well known entities, reepectiog 
which no more doubt is felt among astrono- 
mers than is falt by geographers concerning 
the oceans of our own globe. An interesting 


description of this globe appears in Frazer's | 


Magazine. ‘To the land and seas developed in 
the planct are applied the names of those 
astronomers whose researches have added to 
our knowledge on tha subject. Each pole of 
Mare, it seema, ia capped with ice, which varies 
in extent according to the progress of the 
ecasons, Around each cap ia a polar sea, the 
northern tes being termed Schroter sea; the 
southern Phillips sea, ‘The equatorial regions 
of Margare mainly occupied by extensive con- 


tinents, four in number, and named Dawes | 


continent, Madley continent, S<cchi continent, 
Herschell (Sir W.) continent. Between 
Dawes ‘aud Hirschell coatinents flows a sea 
shaped like an hour glass, called Kaiser sea, 


| the large southern ocean out of which it flows 


being denominated Dawes ocean, Betwern 
Madler and Dawes continents flowa Dawes 
rtroit, connecting a large southern ocean and 
a northern sea, named after Tycho. Herschell 
continent is separated from Secchi continent 
by Higgins inlet, flowing from a large south- 
ernaea termed Maradi sea. In like manner 
Lease! inlet, flowing out of Airey eca (a north - 
ern #ea), ewparates the Maddler and Secchi 
continents. Dawes ocean separates into four 
large seas, and large tracts of land lic between 
them, but whether they are islands or not it 
is not certain. In Delarue ocean there is w 
smatl islaad which presents so bright and 
glittering au aspect ag to suggest the proba- 
bility of its being usually snow-covered. 
These seas, separated by lanJs of doubtful 
extent, reach from Delarue oc. an to the south 
pole. 

One of the most singular fcatures of Mars is 
the prevalence of iong and winding inlets and 
bottle-necked seas. These features are whoily 
distinct from anything on our earth. For 
instance, Higgins inlet isa long, forked stream, 
extending for about 3000 miles, Bessel inlet

Baar two hundred and filty, male and female, 
were cared fur at the Deaf aod Dumb Asy- 
lum, ehich was promptly thrown open jor 
their reception. Tie deal miuves were trans- 
ferred to other portions of the building, and 
were forced to remain content with one-half 


the accommodations previously enpored, vel 


not a murmur escaped them. Each one 
seemed to feel as if upon his or her exer- 
tions to make comfortable the strange guests 
thus suddenly forced upon them, depended

During the exci‘ement ceveral of the pa- 
tients made their escape. Two are known to 
have got away from the Deafanod Dumb Asy- 


lum by jumping through the windows. 


¥ The main building of the Cestral Lunatic 
Asylum was opened for the reception of pa- 
tienta on the 30th of November, 1838, and 
wings were added on the east and west sides 
in 1852. Toe cost of erecting the main 
building was $77,708. The wings cost 
$63,045. The total loss to the State by 


this fire is something over half a million of 


dollars, 

The cause cf the entire destruction of 
the building was lack of water. Had there 
Leen a euthicuency tu supply the steamers, 
$10,000 would have covered the entire loss

We re-publish today another letter from 
the Hon, Joserm Howe, as telegraphed to 
the Globe, Though lengthy the letter will 
well repay perusal, as showing the confidence 
with which Mr. Howe maintains his ground, 
and the ability with which he disposes of the 
arguments of his opponents. 

Touching the present situation in tie si 
ter Province, the Halifax xpress las the 
following asto the policy which the Union 
party ought to pursue ; - 

« What, then, ia the duty of the hour? It 
is to let Mr. Howe and bis friends 5 ttle their 
quarrels aa they best may, while we do every- 
thing in our powerto advance the prosperity 
of the Province, and consolidate the Domin- 
jon and British power on thia continent. 
« Let us have peace,” we too may cry, aa well 
as General Grant. The Maritime Provinces 
should pull a¢ one man at Uttawa, 
Then we need fear no party, or combina.

A tsiend wrote to me from Digby : 

« Vail telegraphed to Savary yesterday to 
know whether he remembered your making 
the two propositions to the Treasury Beach 
at the Convention, and he replied that he did 
most distinctly remember your doing s ; aud 
that he also remembered McDonald repeating 
it afterwands.” f 

My friend, one of those who, by his per- 
sonal exertions, contributed largely to the 
defeat of Mr. Wade and to the triumph of | 
our cause in Digby, adds: 

“Tam glad to find that most of those in 
this section, whose opinions you would value, 
are with you, and endorse every line you have 
written. ‘There are, of course, some of the. 
rabid extremists who continue to bark with- 
out knowing what they bark at, or what fir.

THE WAR IN INDIA. 





The Contest with the Froutler Tribes— 
‘i Venl Vidi Vieci.™ 


The Calcutta correspondent of the Times 
writes :—- 

The trontier war has began, 4 
and ended in reni, vidi, tick atyle, - So much 
for massing a large force and making careful 
preparations—the lesson tavght by the early 
tnilure, great risk, and serious losees of the 
Sitana campaign. At two o'clock in the 
morning of Saturday, the 3rd of October, 
the flying column started from Oghee, 
without tents, and with provisions for seven 
days. General Vaughan's brigade, the 
second, ascended the Cubbual Hill, and Gen- 


‘eral Bright's, the first, Koongullee spur of 
‘the Black Mountain, and both met at the 


Jale pass, which they ocsnpied without 
opposition. | 
worked back to the village of Baileau, and 
ascended the Sumbulhoot epur of the Black 
Mountain, whence he operated to the south 
against the Khan Kbeyls. General Bright 
kept along the Koonogullee spur till he struck 
the crest of the Black Mountain at Chittabutt, 
Theoce he turned to the mirrh. Meanwhile 
the feudal levies of the Havara district 
ascended the spur between the two, thus 
completing the chain of communication and 
preserving it along the ridge. On Monday, 
the date of my last letter, (seneral Vaughan, 
as directed, "‘ dumiuated” the Khan Kheyla

Ot course itisa highly reprehenmble 
practice, but then such things do and always 
did happen, And it is just possible that Mr, 
Bermingham's barrel of fish was found on the 
street, and that it was rolled out for fun 
The city fathers would do well to alter the 
by-law in such cases madé and provided, so as 
to compel business men to protect them- 
selves.

THE REV: MR. DAWSON'S LECTURE) nadian « 


ON THE “CANADIAN POETS." 


From. the Voluoieer Review. 
Ia the curtent number of tho Journal of 
Education, published in Quebec, we find the 
first portion ofa lecture delivered at the Cana- 
dian Institutein thiscity by the Rev. #. McD. 
Daweon on Canadian Poets, Tho lecturer, 
who has made his mark in the literature of 
our country by many able translations irom 
the French and remaikeble original produc- 
tions, enters upon his theme in a manner 
which shows that he is not only thoroughly 
acquainted with hia subject, but that itis to 
him alaborof love. Haviog read extensively 
and being possessed of that genial and appre- 
ciative nature whish so accompanies 
portic sensibility, and baving io addition ac- 
quired “the lore of many tongues” he is well 
qualitied to do justice to his important theme. 
’ It is well known to those who have observ- 
ed the growth ot our literature that Canada 
has produced many remarkable poets whose 
works, were they presented to a larger reading 
public—in fact had they been igsued by the 
publishing potentat.s of England or the 
United States, would bave won for their 
authors enduring ieputations, Wherens, 
we believe, that, of all the poetical works 
published in Canada, very few have been 
Hioancially successtul, The reason for this is 
to ba found in the fact that we are afraid to 
trust our own judgment in matters of faste 
and criticiam, but take for granted opinions 
impcrted from abroa’. Provincial-like we 
are each eo puffed up with our own little self- 
coLceits that we will not acknowledge supe- 
rior excellence in thore whem we are accus- 
tomed to meetin the daily intercourse of 
life. Thud whoever aspires to fame asa poet in 
Canada must be prepared to endure neglect 
until Lia merits are acknowledged , for 
we need not expect consideration irom peo- 
ple whose ideas on literary subjects are im- 
ported ag regularly as the Eo news. It | 
gives us great pleasure to note the publication 
of this lecture, tor it showaan increasing in- 
terest in the public mind for those higher 
efforts which have been and are now being | 
made by the cultivated intellects amongst us. 
And it is by men of ability, like the reverend 
lecturer, bringing the subject before the pub- 
lic, that an interest will be awakened, for those 
who hare as yet tolled, not only without re- 
ward, but almost without acknowledgment. 
As we are indebted to Mr. H. J. Morgan, 
whore labour and research bave rendered in- 
valuable service to Canadian Literature, for 
the preservation of much that is valuable, ao 
are we indebted to Mr. Dawson for calling 
public attention to thogs amongst us who 
have done Louor to Canadian letters.

It will doultless be remembered by many | 
of our readers that Mr. Snow is the gentle- 
man who constructed a portion of the Lake 
Superior section of this road jn the fall of 
1866 ; from the substantial character of that 
work, as reported in the public presr, as well 
as from his experience in the constroction of 
similar roads in Canada, we ore werranted in 
the belief that the wood section now to be 
constracted under his supervision will ba all 
that can be required, 

These gentlemen have purchased a large 
quantity of provisions in Minnesota, partly to 
be ueed in the construction of the road, and 
ee y for the relief of the destitute among us; 

t which, as our readers already know, the 
carts have been sometime since despatched to 
Georgetown. We understand that the above 
named gentlemen intend to ecatablish their 
headquarters at Oal's Point (Point du Chene) 
some 25 miles to the east of this, These ar- 
raugements having been made, they will 
commence at once their winter operations in 
the wooda, . 

The eckeme of the Canadian Government 
as embodied in Mr. Snow's instructions, of 
employing as many of the destitute settlers 
as are requisite for the construction. of this 
section of the road during the ensuing winter 
and summer, not only meeta with our hearty 
approval, but will meet with the approval of 
the gentlemen of ibe Relief Committee, as the 
very best possible method of relieving the ne- 
cessities of such of the poor agare able to 
labor, inasmuch asdt fosters self-respect and 
is attended with no dishonor. Nothing is so 
demoralizing as to bring a man to the point 
of expecting charity without giving some 
equivalent. 

The committee are fully aware of this view 
of the subject, acd will, we have reason to be- 
lisve, heartily co-operate with these gentle- 
meno, by endeavoring to find out all who are 
able to work, aod to recommend them for that 
work, 

It will be remembered that the people of | 
Red River have already promised to extend a 
helping hand toward the Canadian road, by 
building this very section of itat their own 
expense, and now isthe time for them to re- 
deem that promise, by doing all they con to 
furnish laborers to Mr.Sn0ow.
